OUR BODIES, AND HOW TO TAKE CARE OF THEM. 


OHAP. VII. 
—0— 


VEGETABLES. 
Prorie who fail to eat some kind of 
vegetables, daily, neglect obtaining an 
important aid towards maintaining 
health. Vegetables are, to a great 
extent, nature’s purifiers of the human 
system. They possess 1 
perties, more or less, in the saline 
elements, or natural salts, contained 
in them; and the pure liquid they 
draw from mother earth is more 
healthful than any other fluids of 
which we can partake. It is worthy 
of note that our bodies are about 
three-fourths water, our nourishment, 
therefore, should be in similar propor- 
tion. As the water in vegetables is 
the best that can be absorbed, con- 
taining in solution various essential, 
chemical, elements that thereby 
readily enter into the physical struc- 
ture, it is manifestly a wise policy to 
include vegetables in our diet. The 
lack of a sufficiency of fresh vegetable 
food is known to produce scurvy, and 
other diseases of like character, tend- 
ing, also, to weaken the nervous sys- 


The finely contrasted flavors that 
are in the t variety of edible 
vegetables add very much to the plea- 
sure of eating, and they who avoid 
using that class of food deprive them- 
selves, correspondingly, of consider- 
able of the gratification that should 
1 — ny the act of eating. 
— —— — a free 
use of vegetables, besides providing an 
abundance of pure — is 
that their bulk gives a feeling of sat- 

nm as to quantity, and at the 

same time, they furnish a proportion 
of indigestible materal needful as a 
natural stimulant to the digestive 
ans. When food is altogether fine, 


or concentrated, such as white bread, 
meat, cheese, etc., it is mostly absorb- 
ed into the system, leaving very little 
residue in the intesti canal; a 
sluggish condition of the alimentary 
organs is the consequence, resulting 
in constipation and its many attendant 
evils. All this is avoided by a proper 
use of vegetables. 

And now, having, very briefly. 
shown the necessity for this class of 
food to be freely used, we will name 
the principal kinds of vegetables, dis- 
playing a variety that should be suffi- 
cient to suit all tastes. First is the 
potatoe, because it occupies the same 
position among vegetables that wheat 


— among the grains, it ; the 
others are asparagus, artichoke, beets, 
(and youn beet tops,) cabbage, car- 


rots, cauliflower, celery, dandelions

8, kale, — leeks, onions, 
parsnips, radishes, rhubarb, sea-kale,

From such a list as this, by judicious

= in each month, 

he best time to eat vegetables is 
at dinner; fruits should not be eaten 
at the same meal with them, they do 
not “agree” together, potatoes are the 
only exception to this rule, they go 
well with avy kind of food. It is not 
advisable to bave many kinds of v 
tables at one meal, it is best to restrict 


the number to one, or perhaps two, 
besides potatoes. better plan is

Certainly not by the usual process of 
soaking, ing, boiling, and throw- 
ing away the water in which they are 
cooked. To boil any kind of vegetable 
and empty the water into the sink is as 
foolish as it would be to cast away the 
soup in which a nice piece of juicy 
meat has been boiled. The extract 
that comes out of vegetables is of 
fully as much value to the human 
body as that derived from meat. 
One of the best methods of eooking 
potatoes is by steaming, without peel- 
ing them, but merely clean them 

onghly with a brush and water: 
I need —— how this is done, 
all the ladies know that a steamer can 
be fitted on top of an ordinary pot. 
If it is not convenient to steam the 
pota then, after cleaning them as 
stated, drop them into boiling water 
and cook with their “jackets” on, 
as quickly as possible, in just enough 
water so that, when they are properly 


cooked, there will be little, or no |

By using vegetables in soup their 
juices are retained, and by that means 
we get the full benefit of all their ex- 
cellent qualities. It is doubtful if 


there is any more healthful and nour- 


ishing diet than a daily dinner of 


good soup; I do not mean the watery 


stuff, flavored with meat juice, and 
on which floats a layer of melted 
grease, but the substantial kind, with 
a good foundation of barley, peas, 
lentils, or beans, well thickened with 
potatoes and other vegetables, That 
is the kind of which it may well be 
said: “it will stick to your ribs and 
defraud the doctor.” Such soups, eaten 
with coarse wheaten bread, will make 
children robust, and impart, to the 
hard worker sufficient muscular 
strength for the battle of life, at a 
lower cost than almost any other food.

It is that in 
the main which, up to the present, Nas Investigated and accepted “ Mormon- 
ien? the great and the wealthy among mer, the prowd and inflrential classes 
have condemned it without a hearing, without investigating it, and affect to 
dedpise it, if for trothing else thun for tte hie origin. But notwithstand- 
ing all this, the indisputable fact stiff remains that many intelligent, educa- 
ted and refined men and women have accepted the “Mormon” religion; and, 
as Mr. Curtis puts it, “it haa been to them alt that any ‘religion has been to 
the. most sincere and enlightened of i its believers.”

Men who persist in visiting their plurat families are continually being fined 
and imprisoned by the unjust jadges of Utah, who are trying to rob wives of 
their Husbands aud chifdren of their fathers. 


John H. Rumelf, jag, has beet appointed agent at Salt Lake station, and 
train dispatelter of the first @ivieiow of the Utah Centrul Railway, and Thomas 
J. Mackintosh chief cferk in the general freight and passenger department of 
the Utah Central Railway. 


Jan 98, 1880, Beason Lewis, aw aged resident of Richmond, Cache Oo., died 
at his Korte in that place. The deceased bad lived in Cache Valley many 
years, and wae highly esteputed by all who knew him. He left a large number 
of relatives to mourn his departnre. 

Im the Territorial Supreme Court, Salt Lake City, Judges Boreman and 
Henderson united in denying the application of the defendants in tte sttits 
of the government against the P. E. Bond company for a hearing of the exes.

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Brown’s conduct and his treatment of prisoners for some time past has not 
been very satisfactory.

The vicinity of Randolph, Rich County, has always carried off the honors 
of being the coldest place in Utah in the winter time, the frigidity of the 
atmosphere entitling the region to a place in che arctic zone. This winter the 
remainder af the Territory will readily yield the palm to Randolph, when it 
becomes known that on the night of Saturday, January 14th the spirit ther- 
mometers registered a temperature of 65 degrees below aero at that place. 


The diphtheria lately entered the house of Mr. John Mciregor, of Ogden, 
and inflicted terrible havoc therein. He had two daughters and a son, the 
former being aged seventean and fourteen reapectively, and the latter eight. 
Now all three have departed this life. The boy was the first to die, and wes 
quickly followed by the sister next older than himself. Then came the most 
severe blow of all in the loss of Nancy, the seventeen-year-old daughter of the 
gentleman in question; and all within two weeks. 


At the Legislative assembly, on Saturday, Jan. 28th, on each desk in the 
House, including the reporters, was laid a volume entitled The Voice of the 
Seventh Angel!

A Denver News dispateb, of January 25th, from Santa Fe, New Mexico, 
says: The Rio Grande and Utah Railway Oo. organized in this city and the 
charter was filed to-day. The road is designed to leave the Santa Fe road at 
Algodonen station, aad run north- west into the Sin Juan Valley and to 
Durango, Golorado, and on through Utah via the Montezuma Valley with an 
eighteen mile branch into Jemes Hot Springs, N. M. The principal place of 
business is Santa Fe; eapital stock; $4,500,000, divided into 4,500 shares of 
$100 each; $218,000 capital is already subscribed and 10 per cent. of this paid 
into the treasurer. Work begins within sixty days. Surveyors are in the 
field and have nearly reached Durango going north. This is to be the Santa 
Fe's competition with the Denver and Rio Grande Railway to Colorado. 
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
